Burt to fit men ſo much the more, to embrace that 
mercy which ſhould be offred by him, this ſound reaſon is 
brought; that of our ſelues weare mortall , corruptible and 
cranſitorie, and that therefore itis good that we ſhould haue 
ſomething elſe to reſt our ſoules vpon. For we conſiſt but of 
fleſh, and that is like vnto the graſſe. Andit we ſhould imagine 
other men to be better thenour lelues , yet they are but as we 
are: for all fleſh is graſſe, and all the grace thereof is as the flower 
of the field : Theretore it is belt totruſt to ſomething els ; and 
that muſt bethe ſonne of God, the Sautour of the world; the 
Redeemer of mankind, the mighty God of lacob. Iſhall nor 
at this time ſpeake any thing concerning the comming of

as, 5 ina ſoft and ſtill voice : nor as thac, where, to deſcribe the 
mildeneſſe of our Saujour, it is ſaid of him; * He ſhall not ſtirre, 
nor crie, neither ſhall any man heare his voice in the ftreets : but 
it 15 rather likethat of Tonas the propher, who entring into 
Nimue * cried and [aid, Tet fortie daies, and Ninine ſhall be de- 
ſtroied, Oras that in our prophet Efay, " Crie aloud, and ſpare 
not : lift up thy woice like a trumpet. Heere muſt be ſuch a noiſe, 
as would mooue aman that weremuſing , would wher him 
that weredull, would rowſc him that were ſlumbring, would 
awake him that were ſleeping. So carefuliis God, that we 
ſhould heare this leſſon, and lay it vnto our hearts.

This was made of foure fre Loos , that 
15, blue filkeand purple, and ſcarlet, and fine linnen, which 
as * Iofephus telleth vs, and Saint © Hierome after him, did 
repreſent the foure elements, of whom our fleſh conſfiſterh. 
Sucha * veile was afterwards in the templeat Hieruſalem, 
which at the death of our bleſſed Sauiour did rent from the 
top vntothe bottome, at which rime a man might haue be- 
held the very Sanftnm Santtorum. So when our fleſh, this 
veile, which keepeth vs from beholding the inuiſibilicie of 
chatmightic one, ſhall be rentand torne im peeces by diffolu- 
tionand by death, we ſhal! behold our Creator, but never vn-

Touching whom , ſince you expect that ſomethin 
ſhould be fayd, [ ſhall draw the beginnjng of that which 1 
mult deliver, froma witncile beyondall exception; and that 
is the late Queene of everlaſting memorie. Her Maieſtie not 
long before her death being pleaſed, as: ſecmeth, withſome b 
ſpeciall piece of ſeruice whuch his Lordihip had done vnto 
her, grew at large to diſcourſetouching this Noble man, as 
an honorable perſon, anda Counſeller of Eſtate, in writing 
| hath aduerciſed me. Her Highneſle was then pleaſed to de- 
| cipher out his life, by ſcuen ſteps or degrees : The firit was 1 
| his yoanger daies, the time of his ſcholarſhip , when firi# in that | 
famous Vninerſitic of Oxford, and afterward in the Temple, ale of 
» (where he tooke the degree of Barriſter) he gave tokens of |. _—_ 
ſuch pregnancie , ſuch ftudiouſneſſe and indgement, that he was of Magiftr, 
held no way inferiour to any of his time or landing. And of this Epit.prefix. 
there remaine good * tokens bothin Engliſhandin Latine _ 
publiſhed vntotheworld. The ſecond was his trawell, when 
emmy in France and Italy, be profited very much inthe languages, =©% 
in matter of ftory and State : (wheteot this C—_— - 
C ' foun 
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found great benefic in his Lordſhips clder yeeres, in the 
deepelt conſulcations that belonged vnto this kingdome.) 
And being priſoner in Rome for the "5, of foureteene daves , 
(which trouble was brought upon him 7 ſome who hated him for 
his lee to religion, and bis autie to his Soxeraigne )he ſo pru- 
dently bare himſelfe, that by the bleſſing of God, and his tempe- 
rate kid of cariage, he was freed out of that danger . The third 
ſep which her Maicſtic didthinke good to obſeruewas(vp- 
on returnc into England) his comming vnto her Court , where 
0n dixeers occaſions he bountifully feated her Highneſſe and her. 
Nobles 3 and ſo hedid to forren E mbaſſaders. At that time hee 
entertained Mnuſitians the mot curious , which any where hee 
could haze, and therein his Lord(hip excelled vnto his dying 
day. Then was his diſcourſe indicious, bnt yet wittie and de- 
lightfwll. Thus he was in his yoongerdaics, aſcholar, and a 
craueller, and a Courtier of ſpecialleſtimation. 
.11 Thefourth ſtep of his life, noted by her mo$t ſacred CMiaie- 
flie, was bis 95 of higher nature , in Embaſſages beyond 
the ſeas. As firit, when bus Lordfhip was ſent to the French King 
Charles the ninth , partly to congratulate his mariage with the 
daughter of Maximilian the Emperour, and partly about other 
weighty affaires touchin both the kingdomes. At which time his 
Lordſhip was ſo honorably attended with Gentlemen of choice 
qualitie z and was ſe magnificent in his expence , as was admirable 
to the French, honorable to his countrey, and gaue much content=

The Gd ree which was 
noted by chat moſt renowmed Ladic, was'thetime that his 
Lordſhip was (, ounſellor , before that he was aduanced te that 
high office, which afterward he bare, inwhich time he daily ſhew- 
ed great diligence and ſound indgement ; inher weightieft af- 
faires. The laſtof all was thar ſpace, wherein he held the 
roomeof Lord High Treaſurer of England , in which place , 
ſhe noted the continuall and exceſſine paines, and care which his | 
Lordſhip did take in her buſmeſſe , his fidelitie in his adurces, his 
dexterity in aduacing of her profit. Thus it ſeemed good to that 
Queen of bleſſed memory,in parti diſcourſe rouchin 
her faichfull ſeruant. This was while Is Lord(hipliued : nd 
fincehis death, his Maieſtiechatnow is, the molt religious, 
the moſt learned , the molt zudicious King, that this land 
eucr cnioied,(as Thaue beene aduertiſed from perſons ofhigh 
qualitie ) hath beene pleaſed djverstimes to giue many exz- 
ccilent ſpeeches before che Lords concerning him, 'as his | 
Highnellc had done formerly, whilethis noble mandid lie.

King. Befceching the eternall God, that he and his 
may euermoreboth ruleand raigne ouer vs, yea eucn 
as long as the Sunne and Moone endureth : and that 
I and mine may for euer and cuer become more and 
more thankful, (at the leaſt if ic be poſſibly in me) for 
ſo-great honors, graces, andfauors , as this moſtcle- 
ment and renowmed King hath thus moſt gratiouſly 
vouchlafed vnto me; the remembrance of which, be- 
canſeir may neuer die but be perpetually recorded in 
the mindes of thoſe, that by the grace & goodnefle of 
almighry God, both now are, 8 hereafter ſhall be the 
lincall ftirpe and ſucceſſion of my houſe and family, ro 
ſerneborh him & his:I haue heere therefore ſer downe 
thisſhort narration, of the rrue ſtate and circumſtance 
ofthe whole matter, to the intent it may remainero 
my-poſteriry heereafter, as a faithfull memorie thereof 
eucitrinthis my laſt Will and Teſtament for cuer.
